JAPANESE OFFICIAL NEWS-~CAPIURE OF - 


KINCHOW, 

Last night Mr. M. Noma, the Japanese Con- 
sul, kindty gave us a copy of the following offi- 
cial telegram just received by him :— ; 

: Toxyo, 27th May, 3.45 pan. 

The Commander of our Army attacking Kin- 
chow reports as | follows:—-On the 21st May 
observation and the enemy's cannonading show- 
ed that the enemy had at Nanshan Hill, south 
of Kinchow, four 15-contimetre shrapnel guns, 
ten 9 to 15-centimetre cannons (10.5 centimetre 
shells proved the range to be 8,500 metres), and 
two 12-centimetre quicktirers, besides at least 
ten forts. At the foot of the hill were wire nett- 
ing and mines, 

On the 22nd our attackinz forea commenced 
operations as prearranged. 

On the 23rd a reconnaissance discovered the 
exemy’s tight wing on Huashangtao with about 
eight heavy guns facing the sea. Fragments 
of the enemy's shells showed -20-coatimetre 
guns, 15-centimetre short cannons, 10.5, and 
8-centimetre cannons, and 7-centimetre quick- 
firers. Small bodies of infantry and artillery 
were observable staying at Kinchow. : 
_ On the 25th at morning we attacked Kinchow, 
engaging the enemy's artillery ut: Naushan. 

On the 26th at dawn we commencod can- 
nonading lusting. five hours, while threo 
Japanese warships asaisted from Kinchow Bay,

Talienwan. We took Kinchow at 5.30 a.m. and 
after a severe fight ocenpied Nanshan. We are 
pursuing the enemy. 

NEW -RUSSIAN LOAN. 

I hear, says the Paris’ correspondent of the 
Ties, that the negotiations for a new loan 
between the Russian Government and a. Paris 
financial syndicate are as good as Conclided. 
Tho amouut of the loan is 806,000,0004. 
(£32,000,000). The syndicate is understood to 
include the Russo-Chinese Bank and the Hot- 
tinguer gronp. The loan is to be contracted 
in Treasury honds at the rate of 98 per cent., 
bearing interest at 5 per cent, The syndicate 
guurantees .400,000,000£, (£16,000,000). There

THE BATTLE OF THE 
YALU. 
[FROM OUR OWN corEKsroNDEN'T.] 
Chulionehony, 2nd May, 
GREAT JAPANESE VICTORY. 

Tho Jupanese and Russian troops lave at last 
weusured their strength in earnest, after ‘threa 
days of preliminary fighting, manwuvring for 
position and feeling the way, aud the dapanose 
haye not only pained the day aud forced tha 
passage of the Yalu, but have also shown them- 
solves superior to the ‘Russians in’ goneralship, 
in mobility, in weapons, in skill at the use of 
them, und in'the fighting spirit of the rnuk and 
file. Plainly, the Russians aro outelassed at 
avery point. ‘They have lost. a most important, 
position. lost over thousand men in killed, 
wounded. and prisoners, lost half of “their 
artillery ond large quantities of ritles and 
anuaunition, and most of all, ley have lost. | 
their power to derrify. They have hid tahoist the 
white flag. It isan ominous Depinning, 

When there has been talk of Russia's land 
forces retrieving the prestige so much damaged 
on the water, the Japanoso huve eommonted, 
cautiously, “ It is probable that the army may be 
stranger then the navy. Dnt we may find that 
theiifferoncs is not yery preat. after all.” And 
now they have won the fimt test mateh, fairly 
and thoroughly. : 

The begining of it all way neurly « month 
ayo, when the Japanese cavalry scouts followed 
up the retreat of the Russians through the 
north-west purt of Corea, and had a brush with 
some Cossacks just outside of Wijn on the 
Corean side of the Yalu River. The Russians 
retired to the Manchurian side of the river, und 
at once hegau to prepare for a bir struggle at 
this point. It may. be true, as frequently atated> 
that tho Russian Generals differ ax to the desira- 
bility of making 4 serious effort at te Yalu, but 
the foct remains that they did muke it, and with 
disustrons result, * : 

Ido not protend to decide whether the pas- 
sage of the Yalu was in itself of muck ot little 
importance, bnt the important thing about this 
battle is that it has shown how the two armies 
compare in strategy, mobility. and effleiency of 
men and weapons in actual'combat. And the 
verdict on all poiuts is decisively against the 
Russians. These are considerations far more 
important than the loss or gain of this or that 
place; such tangible results aro merely the ilhis- 
trations emphasising the lesson, and they are 
Hot as valushle as the lesson itself, 

The Yalu is n very shallow, wide, meandering 
river, full of mud-flats which at times are bie ' 
iMlands. When the river is full, tho witth at 
Wijn from bank to bank is ahout two-thirds of a 
mile, or say 1,000 yurds—eaay shooting distance, 


}with modern weapons, Ina straight line across 


from Wiju there are no islands, and on tho op- 
posite shoradbeersedton tn thats prota cork 
ealled ao Jarge number of different things in 
Chinese. Manchu, Corean, and Japanass, for 
most places in this part of the world have so 
many aliees that we can vever hope to get — 
them all right. The Tiyer’s Head was the 
principal Russian position. The crest of the 
hill was made inte a regular fortress, of quite 
formidable dimensions. On the part nearest 
Wijn there were four batteries of six eaunon 
each, and on a higher level further jack from. 
the river-side, in the direction of Chulien- 
cheng, ag many again, These guna could, if 


“need be, demolish the whole town of Wiju, and 
sweep the whole broud bosom of the rivur and 
both hanks for three or four miles upand down, 
Towards Antuny, whichis about seven miles 
below the Tiger's Head on the sume side of the - 
Yalu, the. Russians had anothor fort, of sinuller 
armament; and the intervening ground was 


plentifully protected’ by infantry well en- 
frenehed. - : . e 
‘ Besides this main line of defence. the 
Russians’ liad outposts,.of a fow men cach, 
at short intervals all thé way for  thirtr 
or forty miles up the Yaln,. and an equal 
distunce down to the sea front and along - 
the coast as far as Takushan, . This accounts 
for the apparently conflicting roports of the 
Russians’ numbers; while it had boon seid that 
there were over fifty thousand guarding the 
Yalu, it is certain that thore were not twenty 
thousand in this action. The explanation is 
thatthe Russians foolishly spread themselves: 
over too grent a length of line; any given point 
in their defence was thus bound to he weak, and 
they were not alert enough to reinforce in time. 
It is the old stery; the army that waits to be 
attacked is at a disadvantage if it is without 
information as ta the point where the enemy 
will attack. Thos may be fifty possible points’ 
and the defender is compelled to attend to all 
the fifty while the attacker can concentrate all 
his energies on one point. 

In this matter of information, I came across 
a euriously characteristic incident in Wiju 
itself. Tho Russians sent several Corean and 
Chinese spies into the Japanese zone. One: of 
them would be a farmer, another a pedlar, and 
so on. Some came from Antung, some from 
Fenghwangeheng, ‘and various othor places, but 
never ono of thom started out on his spying 
expedition for the Russians without boing 
tracked from tho start by a spy. of 
tho. Japanese, who lurked ih the. Russian 
camp watching for this sort of thing. 
Tins, a blind beggar (supposed) tramped ond 
begged his slow way along the main road from 
Wiju down to Pingyang, and by strange 
coincidence {n itinerant vendor, of Manchoster 
piece-goods happened to he going the same way, 
and stayed each night in the same. village.

-Rus- 
dian roinforcements had then to be hurried 
olf in that direction, to prevent. the onemy 
from potting a foothold; ond when they 
got there, they would find that the Japanese 
had \ alreudy . fone + Imck to theiy own 
side of the river. “T'hna went the morry, game 
of " Keep thom yuesing.” ) 
Ever sineo the Japanene advance scouts’ ven- 
tured. into Wiju, to find out whoethor the place 
“was really elear of Russians, the islands which 
have grown up in the slaggish Yalu below 
Wiju, nud convert the rivor’ into ‘a tninioture 
delta, or at any rate a tangle of moandering 
lvops and back reaches, formed a sort of happy 
hunting ground whore vonturosome Japanese 
and Cossack scouting parties played hido-and- 
sook in deadly carnest. The islands spread out 
somothing like o string of boats moored off- 
shore. line of them on cach side of the river, 
with narrow atroams (sometimos only dry sandy 
bed at. low tide) betwoon them-and_tho big 
main stream in the middle. Whon the Russians 
left Wiju. and began entrenching * on te 
opposite hank, they put. outposts on all the 
istands; hut the Japanese gradually crept 
forward till all the islands on tho Coreun 
xide wore in their possession. On April 21st, 
however, the Russians made a reconnaissance 
in considerable force among tho Japanese 
jatands, Thero had beon some scores of junks 
collected at Autung for wecks past, and at day- 
light tho Russians were seon crowding into 
these and erdssing the central stream. It was 
a foolish thing to do, for they wore not in force 
enowz)r to stand any chgnco ayainst a sorious 
Japanese attack, and they wore putting them- 
salves into o yory awkward position. The 
Japanese very sensibly let the Russians land on 
tho istandy just below Wiju, and then about 
three times a4 many Jupanese crept quiotly 
round wlong tho mainland, and got the Russians 
Dotween crosd-fires of musketry and muide tho 
iwlands too hot to hold them, There wos 
nothing for it but to xeramble back aboard tho 
junks, under a rain of bullets, and scull away to 
the opposite shore a8 fast as the boats could 
he driven. The retiring party could not 
do much firing hack, until they were right off 
ghore, und oven then it was quite ineffectual, as

From ubont 2 a.m. the Japanesy were on tho 
move, quietly lini up to storm the: Russi m 
trenches, on the low lund stretching back from 
the river a mile er two, gradually rising to 
gently undulating hills around Cholienchons. 
with an abrupt headland where Tiger Hill over- 
looks tho tiver. The nnd is all undor cnltiva-" 
tion, and the fields are all clear at this season, 
‘There are uv fow trees hore and there, but the 
best cover is afforded by the little watercourses, 
mostly dry, and the jnnumerable little declivities 
from fiold to field, churactoristio of Far Eustern 
agriculture. Itis by uo means easy to. make 
one's way about these Holds in the. dark, but 
slowly and carefully, it was accomplished in 
perfect order. * : 

Tho Japanosa force was divided into four seo- 
tions, the fourth being the resorve ; this com- 
prised chiefly the troops that had done tho pre- 
liminary fighting of ‘hpeil 28, 29 ond 36.

Tha 
entire mananuvre: seems ‘{0- have beon a rather 
unintelligent one on the part of tho Russians. 

- Ay tho boats cleared away from the shore, the 
Russian cannon on the Tiger's Head hill boomed 
pullonly, and a few shells came over towurds the 

"Japanese islands, but fell short, The islands 
avo over three miles downstream from the fort, 

_ md the Russiuny reemed unable :to make good 
pruotioe at such a long range. 

Ow the 26th the Japancso sont o body of 
several hundred troops across the Yalu at a 
point about four niles above Wiju, and attacked 
a chain of stall Russian outposts on sone low 
inlundsy there, ut the junction of a  Iurye 

. trilutury of the Yah.  Thik move again 
illustrated the enommous value of the euporior 
Japanese Intelligence Department. Any belli- 
gorent trying to act on the defonsivo along a 

xtended line is abvionsly unable to have, 
avery largo force ut every point, anil s0 the 
Japanese simply axca.:oin’ what force thore is 
at any place, und 1 an attuckinge party 
overwheliningly superior, ‘This is quite easy 
when the Russians leave themselves so poorly 
informed of the Japanese movements, and’ wait 
to bo attacked instead of attacking. The 
Japanese hud boats enough for a force outnum. 
bering these Russina outposts by throe to one, 
but the Russians never knew this until the fight 
was practically decided, The JFapancse got 
across the water in tho pitehy durkness of 3 
aon. ond had landed on the Russian side before 
they wore discovered, The firing immediately 
became. brisk on all sides, but whereas the 
Pussians were anostly aiming at tandom into 
tho blackness of night, the Jupanese had a fairly 
good idea where to aim, Artillery of course 
was out of the question in these circumstances, 
aad‘as the Russians do not have such s desp- 
rooted tradition as the Japanese have ugainst 
running away in’ buttle, the islands were 
eutirely left to the attucking party by seven 
oclock that moming. From these islands, the 
Japanese pushed on and oceupied the littl town 
of Li-tsu-yuon, whieh is divided from Clulien- 
cheng by the_trilmtary of the Yalu mentioned 
- above, and threaténs the north flank of the 
iver dead position. 

Then followed a little ineidbnt that might 
almost be called by-play. ‘The Japanese made o 
feint of bridging the Yalu just below Li-tsu- 
-ynen and well within range of Tiger Head 

rt. When the fort opened fire on the boats 
that wero being ostentatiously got realy, the 
Japanese artillery replied vigorously, and there 
ensned a furious cannonade on both sides, 16 
resulted in a little damage to native huts in the 
town of Wiju by Russian shells, and considéer- 
able damage to the boats that were within the 
sight of the Russians, ~ Meanwhile the Japan- 


out heing observed, and spread thomesolves out, 
ready to advance in open order all along tho 
liny a8 yoon a8 the artillery fire should cease. 
The Russian line had. been drawn back some 
distance, varying from half » mile to o milo und 
shalf, from tho river bunk, which hud been 
found too’ much exposed to the fire of tho 
Japanese artillory at Wiju and the islands, 
besides the gun-bouts. which kept coming up 
past Antung. : 

The withdrawal of the Russian main lino of 
defence had left the Tiger Head position some- 
what oxposed, andif the line could be rolled 
‘buck a little ‘more, the fort would be left 
isolated, und would cither be abandoned or cut 
off und captured. For cannon without infuntry 
to protect them can do nothing at close quartors. 

A fow minutes before five o'clock there was 
enough daylight. to begin shelling, and the 
Tapanose began before the Russians were pro- 
porly awake, Tho attacking force of course 
know precisely what ranges they had taken up. 
and so they got in a good many woll-plnced 
shots before the Russians were able to got the 
right range for reply. Thon tho sholling was 
fast and furious, for the noxt two hours, with- 
out s moment's lull. “I'o be in tho midst of a 
wholosale hombardment, whero there are 100 or 
150 guns on each side, is at first an awful ex- 
perience ; then pewildering ; then wearisome, 
and finally ulmost absurd. At first the roar 
and crash, tho volleys and thunders seem quite 
overpowering. But after five or ten minutes, 
one cannot help noticing that the world still 
exists: despite the terrific tumult; and ono- 
observea that the enemy appears to live through 
it. As time passes, the cuormous physical 
impression, created by the shock to the oar 
drums grows “less, und tho calm porcep- 
tion of the comparative smallness of the 
damage grows clearer. Thus, for in- 
stunco, I say to myself, We ore not’ getting 
lurt much, and the enemy also seems to continue 
asif not much hart.” Yet, while it was true 
that the Russian artillery did hardly any dumuge 
to the Japanese, we found afterwards that the 
Taprinese hid indeed been fur moro effective. 


Abont half-past seven the Russian guns had 
mostly ceased firing, and the infantry in the 
long lines of tronches soemed to have retired 
some distance into the hills behind Chulien- 
cheng. ‘Chey were still not far away, and were 
keeping up a tremendous fire, but it seomed 3 
little further off thau it hod been at first. 
Goneral Kuroki therefore ordered o general 
advance, and gallantly did the Japanese soldiers 
respond. It was their first big fight with 
European troops, and every man was keen to 
show that he was not afraid of Europe or of all 
the world. 

The Russians also were full of. dogged detor- 
yination. This was tho very thing they had 
excelled in, traditionally, this sticking to their 
trenches and taking punishment unflinchingly. 
Brilliance in attack Was no Russian moujiks 
strony point, but stolid, pationt, heroic immov- 
ability in faco of attack. So they held their 
fire till the Japanesu wore within 500 yards, and 
thon-tho whole Russian lino blazed forthrom 
end to ond. It wos here that. the Japaneso lost 
verribly, but they too have their traditions, not 
of passive. resistumce or dogged defence. but of 
fiorco, furious onslaught in the face of certain 
death, And ma; nificently they lived up to 
their traditions. Taking: open order and mak- 
ing tho most of every little bit of cover, thoy 
crept ou, inch by inch, firing carefully, Boer 
fashion, from beltind every little mud-heap in 
tho fallow fields, every little hollow and hum- 
mock; and each man vying with his ncighboar 
in the, persistent »dvanee up the slope of the 
hills to got at the famous Russian troops. 

Tt was fortunate for the Japanese * Tommiés’” 
that they had clever Generals, why had mninaged 
to out-manamnvro the enemy, Slowly but surely 
it was soon that the Japanese left wing hud quite 
outflanked the Russian right and was curling 
round it and erumpling it back... [t took time ; 
te walk the distance, with no battle in full swing, 
would be a matter of 40 or 50 minutes, and when 
one is dodging bullefs all thé time it takes 
hours. When he thinks tit, a Japanese will ad- 
yance without thought of dodginy bullets. but 
this was not the tine for recklessness ; this: was 
the time to remember that a soldier is more nse- 
fol alive than dead as a rule. So: they went 
slowly. : 

“But the Russians wore helpless, despite their 
genuine bravery, The Russian military tra- 
ditions uve all in the direction of justifying a 
retirement under certain, conditions, and un- 
doubtedly the conditions were fulfilled in this 
cuse. If was cloar that the onemy was too 
strong, and the Russian policy. of  fulling Tauck 
was put in practice, : 

Little by little, the Japanéso pressed forward, 
and as they swarmed up the elopes they seemed 
from « distance like so many thousands of ants 
hurrying to-seizo» prize. Tho Russigns did 
not wait for bayonet practice; they su; they 
wore hopelessly outnumbered, 60 they fretired 
hefore the musketry fire. They fell back in

Ltussian artillery at Tiger Head. The Jupan- 
aso in thoir triumphaut advance on the lino of 
hills around and behind Chuliencheng had rather 
given Vigor Heat the go-by, but a Jarge part of 
the centre column was diverted, from the 
forward movement to take the hill in flank and 
rear, while the oxtreme. right-of the Japanese 
lino converged on the opposite side of the hill. 
Tho Russians, thus surrounded ond ent off, 
stuck to their guna and fought bravoly till it 
was ngel-ss to resist further; newly one-third 
of their numbor had fallen, and thors were only 
three or four hundred of: them loft. against 
several thousands of Japanese now within pis- 
tol-shot, und none could tell how many more 
thousands a mils or two further away across the 

plain. i 

It was enother Majuba. As the Jnpanese 
scrambled up the'hill, they saw a piece of what 
had. once boon a white canvas tent, hoiated on a 
reversed Cossack spear. It wus enough, .Chant- 
ing their war-song, gasping for breath with the 
rmsh up the hillside, pleased and proud and in 
the soventh heaven of velight. the plucky little 
Jupanese went up and planted their dearly loved 
Yannor of the Rising Sun on top of the fort, 
and chocred till their throats nearly cracked— 
and then, with quict dignity and most perfect 
‘courtesy, suluted the vanquished foes for the 
bravery thoy had displayed in faco of ovorwhel- 
ming odds, It was a well-deserved honour to 
thé gallant Russians, and it is to the honour of 
the Japsneso that they gave such hearty xecog- 
nition. For a long time there was nobody, 
who could act us interpreter, but as 
goon ug one was found, the Russians 
were treated with every kindness: Out 
of abont 350 who surrendored, it was found that 
nearly one-third were wounded, somo very badly 
indeed, - 

Altoyther the Russians had over a thousand 
killed. How many wounded they curried away, 
there in no knowing. Tho prisoners are nomor- 
ous, for besides tho artillerymen captured aot 
Viger Head, there ore small parties being 
picked up from. time to time, men who have 
boon on outpost at various places and found 
thomaclyes entirely cut off when the Russian 
army retired. Some also who were in the fight 
and the rout have lagged, and then turned back 
4o come into tho Japanese camp and yive them- 
selves np, as they have had enough of fighting 
They need not be blamed ; » man may be brave 
beyond all telling, and yet hats and detost war: 

‘I do not know how anyone who has seen the 
dead on a battlefield, and the pitiful, horrible 
sights, can help hating it.

A wan, described by ‘some a8 a mestizo, by 
others as a Spaniard, said to have ence been an 
insurgont genoral, arrived yesterday. from 
Hongkong ton the Zaffro, says the Manile 
Cablencroe of the 24th inst. He was held up 
and prohibited landing, as he declined ‘to swear 
alloginnes to tho American Government, 
although uccording to some who ‘were present 
when he declined, he swore copiously about the 
American Government when lie refused to swear 
allegiance to it. This man is gaid to be ex- 
Gonoral Martinez, and he comes back from 
Hongkong, where he has made his asylum not 
as a reconstructed insurrecto or even to mike 
his home here, but ta set up a boiler and some 
machinery in Moilo, he being the agent of the 
manufacturers... He is said to speak English 
very well, and during the voyage over got. 
acquainted with a number of the Amorican 
passengers, who tock him for o Spaniard. Those 
who were seen talking to him had cause to regret 
it later, for when the Customs seoret service 
men boarded the ship those who had allowed the 
ox-insurgent. to cultivate them at all wero 
searched and their effects gone through to sea if 
they were carrying any inflammatory literature 
ashore. ; : : 
One of the Americans could not understand 
why his baggage and person were boing 
searched, when a secret. service man im- 
formed him ‘that ex-General Martinez was 
apassonyor aboard. While tho detectives were 
searching one of the Americans another detoc- 
tive who knew him came in and said: “ What 
are you searching that mon for? . He's all 
right.” Theroupon the secret service men’ 
existed, andare suid to have asked that nothing 
bo suid about the matter as they wanted it hushed 
up. a : 
It is roported, but it could not be verified last 
night, continyes the Cablerews, that when askenl 
if ho would take the oath of allegiance to the 
‘American Government Martinez replied “To 
hell with the American Government! I don’t 
want to sty in theso islands a minute longer than 
T am obliged te after I hare set-up the boiler 
that I have below. ‘Why should I take. the 
oath of allegiance?” His story about not 
wanting to remain was not fully credited, and 
it was decided thet he must take the oath or 
that he could not land.. He was therefore 
detained aboard.

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| GENERAL FREY’S OPINIONS.

In his just published buok Francaza ef Alicea 
au P+-Tehi-Li, General Frey, who wag in com- 
mand of the French troops in North China in 
1900, has a good deat to eny about the several j 
contingents who took part in the campaign 
against the “ Boxers” We may pass by lightly 
his comments upop European troops whoso 
characteristics are well known, although tho 
cireumstances tended perhaps to throw those 
‘ characteristics np into stronger relief. The 
rigidity of-German ‘discipline and the harsh 
unsympathetic attitude  (séche, casaante aro 
expressions not. easy’ to translate) of tho 
Gorman officer towards — his subordinates 
-eonld not fuil to: striko an — observer 
more strongly by contiast. with the | euxy 
relations betweon Americans of all ranks. 
A Fronchmun writing primarily for Frenehmen } 
may bo pardoned for voxolting a little, the 
standard of the nation “amie et aéfide” and con- 
gratulated on tho frankness with which ho 
disclosos, even while attenuating, the defective 
equipment and imprired physiqne of the men 
nnder his command (attributable to residence in 
and hurrie? despatch fr m Indo-China) while 
paying a, merited tribute to their traditional 
courage and cemaraderie, Itis when he comes 
to deal with the Asiatic contingents—our own 
Indian troops, tho Japanexe, and even the 
Chinese—that we are tompted ta follow him in 
closer detail. He mentions, for instance, as 
wattor of common knowledge that the despatch 
bby Gront Britain of an Indian contingent wax 
yiewed with some irritation by Continental 
critics who. resented the imposition on 
Enropeans, as brothers in arms, of troops shout 
whose real character they were ignorant. People 
advorsely ‘biassed are predisposed to criticise. | 
Hero ix, for instance, au episode which General 
Froy describes, not a8 an eye-witness, for it hap- 
pened bofore he landed, but because it has im- 
pressed him evidently as’ sigvificant. ~The 
Indian troops reachod Tientsin during the most 
critical period of the sioge and were rubjected 
immediately to the soverest tests (de terrbles 
dpreuvea) alongside Europeans” who had already 
become war-hardened. Somo 300 French, 
Japanese, and English occupied entrenchments 
protecting the railway stution. “ It was, admit- 
tedly, the most dangerons post in the place, the 
most often attacked. day and night. by Chinore 
Regulars ind Boxers. On lith July 100 
Sikhs ‘represonted the Euglish contingent. 
The little garrison had already repulsed a large 
tedy of the enemy who had advanced 
within 200 yards of the trenches; when. after ¢ 
a brief respite, the combat was renewed with 
- redoubled fury. “A. veritable storm of balls 
and splinters of shell furrowed the ground, en- 
‘filading part of the defenders, who experienced 
heavy Toxses.”” The French had already tivelve 
killed and thirty-four wounded, the Japanose 
half their contingent hora de combat, and the 
 Sikhstwenty-two. “This threatened to continue 
when some Sikhs left tle trench, declaring that 
they were going in search of reinforcements, 
and others, seeing their comrades fall by their 
side, showed mdro’ anxicty. to shelter behind 
the eyaulment than to expose themselves 
in kuoping. up their fire: despite the exhor- 
tations of the English officers, whose attitade— 
like that of the French and Japanese detach- 
ments—wes heroic throughout the whole 
affair.” The episode, which is characterised. 
as the most deadly of the campaign, was, 
we are told. severely commented on, and ret 
a tone of marked disfavour which was persisted 
in—not among those who saw the Indians at 
work and had occasion to judge their real. value 
—bnt among the reporters, who asoribed to 
them failures in circumstances which never 
happened and misdeeds dona by ‘the éamp- 
followers without whom Indian armies seem 
unable to more, General Frey expresses for 
his own part distinct appreciation of their food 
qualities while disposed, evidently, -to rate 
them below Europeans. 

The contingent which was the object of the 
most interested serutiny was, however. clearly 
the Japanese. Officers and men were indeed 
conscions of the fuct and admitted a nervous 
eugorness to ‘acquit themselves well under the 
ordeal, General Frey has nothing but praise 
for the scientific acquirements of the: officers, 
the equipment and discipline of the men, and the 
splendid intrepidity of both. The one fault 
which he seriously criticises is n contempt of 
death that finds expression in a recklessness of 
the cost at which objects ure attained. Disdain 
of the Chinese onda very passion of national 
pride msy have influenced them during this 
campaign. But. the danger of giving the 
rem to such a tendency in the face of 
different adversaries need hardly be em- 
phusised, Is it another instance of the 
oppositenéss of the Chinese chardcter, that. the 
contempt of death which breeds this reckless Ira- 
very in the Japanese fails to produce a liko 
offect in the Chineso? The Chinese soldier has 
many’ good qualities ; lie is docile, sober, hardy, 
active. and capuble of great endurance : excel- 
lont at throwing up trenches, andat his best when 
fighting behind them, but extremely. sensitive 
as to his line of retreat and unwilling. to stand” 
the shock of a charge. He is improving. He was 
Dotter in 1894 than in 1860, and better in 1900 
than iu 1894.
